A Tragedy of the Dea Moinrs. 
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i the spring of &K, during a brief 
sojourn in the Hawkeye State, that the fol- 
lowing incident came within the writer e 
observation. The reader will recollect this 
waa the -long rainy season, whan carriage 
traveling at best was slow and toilsome, 
but here, among our trackless, undulating 
prairies, where streams rise to an unac- 
countable bight in a half hour, it was not 
only dangerous, bat oftentimes impractica- 
ble. One might go out in the morning for 
a doten miles' ride — cross "sloughs" whose 
depth would scarcely exoeed a few inches, 
and by the evening's return find these same 
streams so swollen and turbulent as to ut- 
terly preclude all further progress. 

Twea during one of these sudden fresh- 
ets, while detained for a day at a low, mis- 
erable hut, that the terrible tragedy we are 
about to relate occurred. Oar route not 
being in the vicinity of a railroad, we were 
necessitated to the only alternative of trav- 
eling by private conveyance. Owing to 
the miry state of the roads, and the con- 
stant rise of the sloughs, a journey of two 
hundred miles, which should have been 
completed in one week, was protracted to 
three. We had set out with light hearts 
and glowing hopes, and for a few days the 
bright, warm sunlight and smooth roads 
gave promise of a delightful journey. It 
was refreshing indeed to leave the close, 
dusty streets of the city, for the green, 
flowery carpet of the prairies; but the heavy 
rains coming on, the black soil giving at 
every step abundant evidence of it* adhe- 
sive faculty, the broad prairies, now dreary 
and monotonous, rendered our journey dull 
and wearisome in the extreme. 

And seeking entertainment at the little 
cabins scattered at long intervals along our 
route, and thst of a questionable kind, was 
by no means the least disagreeable feature 
of the journey. The people were mostly of 
the lower classes of Carolinians, living in 
frail, shabby tenements, though with the 
redeeming quality of being able bravely to 
withstand the wild, sweeping winds, and 
so constructed as to admit of thorough ven- 
tilation; there were no pretensions to clean- 
liness — their chief subsistence, meats, coffee 
and tobacco. 

It was in one of these shaky, dilapidated 
huts, and among such a people, that we 
were domesticated on the night of that ter- 
rible tragedy, which even now to recall, 
causes the blood to chill in our veins. 
About mid-afternoon, a heavy, driving rain 
had set in, compelling us thus early to seek 
shelter for the night. We sought and re- 
ceived admittance at the nearest house, but 
the suspicious aspect of things without and 
within immediately aroused our worst fear 
and we heartily wished ourselves out again 
in the pitiless storm, rather than at the mer 
cy of thes* forbidding people There wan 
rough bearded men, slatternly and uncouth 
women and eqalid children; the men looking 
askance at us from beneath their ahaggy 
eyebrowa, and exchanging knowing glauoes 
with each other, the children came gaping 
around, munching cold pork and johnny- 
cake, ferocious dogs smelling our garments 
with dissatisfied growls; even the black oat 
squinted at us with half-ahut eyea from her 
perch on the meat-tub. But what wore all 
the&e menaud women doing here' As we 
were subsequently informed, this little cab- 
in aspired to the dignity of "boardihg- 
house, having been erected for the tempo- 
rary accommodation of the new arrivals 
from "back yonder, until they could be- 
come eatablished in homes of their own; 
also to the view of accommodating auch un- 
foriunate travelers as ourselves. 

Half an hour before sunset the storm sub- 
> 1 and we took our station at the win- 
to while away the alowly dragging 
snts. We were scarcely seated ere a 
made his appearance, and began 
pacing up and down the little path before 
the door. The daahing attire and tlntinyw 
air of aucb a one in auch a place, riveted 
our attention at once. He wore pants of a 
rich brown, coat of fine, glossy black, elab- 
orate vest pattern, and a large, showy 
breastpin, a flowing necktie, and the head 
set off witn a jaunty smoking cap of scarlet 
material. The hair and whiskers were of 
jetty blackness, the nose a beautiful Ro- 
man, and small, round eyes that regarded 
you with a look at once grave and cunning. 
He waa very proud— any one could aee that 
from the pompous bearing as he walked up 
and down the little path, and the conse- 
quential air with which he paused now and 
then to take observations of the sky. And 
yet, with all his pride, he looked sad and 
lonely; and he was handsome — very hand- 
some. His very pride was beautiful. Who 
was he? where did he come from f what was 
he doing here? Like ourselves had he been 
driven by the storm to this miserable shel- 
ter among these miserable people 7 With 
these and similar questions we plied our- 
selves, and finally gave an affirmative an- 
swer to the latter as the most probable con- 
elusion. But the while we were speculating 
upon this new object of curiosity, he disap- 
peared aa auddenly as he had come, having 
retired, as we subsequently ascertained, to 
an adjoining apartment ; for the cabin 
miserable as it was, boasted its suite of 
rooms. 

The subsidence of the storm was brief. 
Again the dark threatening clouds gather- 
ed al>ove and around; the wind rose high 
and still higher, and once more the storm- 
king raged in all his terrible fury. The 
little house trembled and shook before the 
gale, and we held our breath half-expectant 
that the next moment it would be dashed 
to the ground; iooae boards rattled and 
creaked in the wind and the rein-drops 
came pelting furiously against the window 
panes; the roar of the swollen, turbulent 
river, as it rushed madly on its course, rose 
to our ears, and above all could be heard 
the angry howling and barking of the 
wolves i„ their nightly wanderings for 
prey. Oh, it was fearful ' Never, never 
can we forget that night— eo wild without, 
•o wild with fear within! 

The children— half a score or mere—
